He said he already had inspected 


12 state mobilization camps in the 
territory supervised by Central De- 
partment headquarters at 
Chicago, 


and that he would go from here to 
Michigan, probably tomorrow night. 
So far, he said he had found the 
Wisconsin mobilization camp in the 
best condition. 
His report on the 


Ohio camp will be confidential. 


Col. Hunter, who formerly was a 


resident of Colainbus. said he did not 
believe that troops from other states 
would be brought to Camp Willis. 


When the first of the Ohio troops 


will leave for the border was a mat- 
ter of considerable speculation 
at 


Camp today 
The eighth regiment, 


from Northeastern Ohio, was mak- 
ing preparation to entrain 
supplies 


Saturday afternoon and leave Sun- 
day night when their "moving" ord- 
cra "Were' suddenly 
counter-manded 


by a message 
from 
departmental 
headquarters at Chicago ordering all 
Ohio troops held in camp until com- 
pletely equipped. 


Officers today considered it prob- 
able that the Eighth regiment may 
not leave for the border until the 
middle or last of this week or prob- 
ably later. Cots and shoes in suffi- 
cient numbers for all of the troops 
are said to be lacking. 
The militiamen expect to be the 


object of close scrutiny by the fed- 
eral officer. 
Accordingly the camp 


is being put in good order and com- 
pany 
commanders 
were 
exerting 


every effort to have their men up to 
the mark. 
There is still considerable specu- 


lation among the men concerning the 
conflicting orders which came to the 
Eighth regiment Saturday. After re- 
ceiving orders to entrain the 
regi- 


ment was later instructed

would be held in camp here until it 
was "completely ready."

Wilson today signed the rural cred- 
its bill passed recently by congress, 
A group of senators, representatives 
and officers of farmer's 
organisa- 


tions applauded warmly as Mr. Wiln 
son affixed his signature. 


Just before signing the measure 


which creates a system of 
twelve 


land lean banks under direction of 
a Federal board, the President made* 
a short address pointing 
out the 


benefits he believed both 
farmery 


and the investing community would] 
enjoy under its operation. 


"On an occasion of this sort," said 


the President, "there are so 
many 


things to say that one would despair 
of saying them briefly and adequate-* 
ly though I cannot go through the 
simple ceremony of signing this bill 
without expressing the feeling that 
I have in signing it. It is a feeling; 
of profound satisfaction 
not 
only. 


but of real gratitude that we bare 
completed this piece of legislation 
which I hope will be 
immediately 


beneficial to the 
farmer* of tha 


country. 
"The farmers, it seems to me 


have occupied hitherto 
a singular 
position of disadvantage. They hav« 
not had the same freedom 
*•> >»% 
credit on their real estate that otb> 
ers have had who were IB manufac* 
turing and commercial estervvM* 
and while they have sustained oar 
life they did not la the wme degree 
with some others share in the bene- 
fits of that life. 
"Therefore this bill along with the 


very liberal provisions of the feder- 
al reserve act, puts them upon an 
equality with all others who have 
genuine assets and makes the great 
credit of the country available. 
"I sign the bill 
therefore 
with 


real emotion and am very glad to b* 
honored by your presence, and sup- 
ported by your feelings. 1 have no 
doubt in what I have said regarding 
it."Tne President used two pens

to Senator Fletcher, of Florida, who 
asked permission to present it to the 
Southern Commercial congress.
